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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Moultonboro: 


The report of last year called attention to the need 
of a new school building at Moultonboro Village. 


The need is even greater at present for there are 
seven more pupils in the upper grade room than were 
registered last year and the same number in the lower 
grade room. 


_ There is a good spirit at the school and both teachers 
and pupils are doing excellent work. The parents must 
be helping too for there are fewer tardy marks and the 
attendance is high. 


It really is too bad that they should have to contend 
with such inadequate facilities. 


There are 252 school districts in the state and last 
year 242 of them spent more per $1000 of equalized 
valuaton for public education than did Moultonboro. 
The mediums town, that is those midway between the 
highest and lowest-_rates, spent twice as much as Moul- 
tonboro. 


This is an indication of economical management, but 
it also shows that the children might be given better 
accommodations without, putting an unreasonable bur- 
den on the tax payers.
